a t th e success of General K uroki's 
strategy in a m anner indicating th at 
G reat B ritain h as been in considerable 
doubt of th e cap acity of h er ally 's 
troop s wh en m atch ed against th e Rus­ 
sians; and desp ite th e lack by Jap an 
of good cav alry to follow up h er v ic­ 
tory , it is believ ed th at sh e will sp eed­ 
ily driv e th e R ussians out of Feng 
H uan Ch eng also. 
Few oth er details 
h av e y et been receiv ed, but it seem s 
th at th e Jap anese im p erial 
guards 
fough t with consp icuous brav ery and 
sustained th e brunt of th e figh ting, los­ 
ing h eav ily . 
Some disp atch es sp eak 
of bay onet ch arges. 
It is ev ident th at 
th e Jap anese success is largely due to 
th e sup eriority of th eir artillery , th e 
Russian guns being too ligh t. 
Th e Jap anese v ictory h as caused 
com p lete surp rise In th e Europ ean cap 
itals, and it is ex p ected to lead to dif­ 
ficulty in R ussia’s efforts to raise a 
loan. 
An un"onfirm ed rep ort of sev ere 
figh ting between 3,000 R ussians and a 
sim ilar num ber of Jap anese at Gensan 
Is sent by a St. Petersburg corresp on­ 
dent, wh o say s th e Jap anese were com­ 
p elled to retire into Gensan. both sides 
losing h eav ily . 
Two Russian officers 
are said to h av e 
been am ong th e 
wounded. 
A Tien Tsin corresp ondent, cabling 
Tinder date of May 2, states th at Vice­ 
roy Alex ieff h as sent a length y dis­ 
p atch to General Ma. com m anding th e 
Ch inese trocp g, inform ing h im th at th e 
occasion may arise for R ussia to in­ 
crease h er forces in Sin Min-Tung, 
Ch en-Yang and oth er p laces, and re­ 
questing h im to w ith draw th e Ch inese 
m ilitary and p olice. 
An answ er, th e 
corresp ondent say s, is required with in 
th ree day s. 
As an indication of General Kurop at- 
kln's anx iety regarding th e w h erea­ 
bouts of Jap an's second arm y , a Sh ang­

Cbu, Fu Ch au, Hai Ch eng, Kai Ping 
and oth er p laces h av e been disp atch ed 
along th e sea-coast to watch for a 
Jap anese landing.
